HE extent of the German dis-: 


aster will be in direct ratio to 

the speed with which the Al- 
lies are able to maintain their ad- 
vance, 

I¢ the British tanks and cavelry 
ean, keep right on the heels of the 
German retreat as they are doing at 
last accounts, the effect may be «a 
wholesale disaster for the Huns. 

All the great victories of history 
have been brought about by relent- 
lessly pursuing a broken line. 

Every army in the position of the 
German tries to hold back the ad- 
vance by rear guard actions while 
the main body retires in good order 
with the guns and supplies. The 
point of peril is when the rear 
guard is driven in upon the main 
body and the integrity of the battle 
is broken. 

‘From the somewhat meager re- 
ports that are coming dribbling in 


over the wires, it is evident that the, 


Germans are trying frantically to 
avoid such a contingency. 

The German effort is now to re- 
tire to some point where they can 
make a stand. ve 

The Allied effort, on the other 
hand, is to press in upon them with 
such impetuousity that they cannot 
turn and fight, but must keep on 
with their flight until the battle line 
breaks. 

The lay of the land seems to sug- 
gest that the Germans will try to 
make their stand on the line of the 
Somme where the river bends down 
from Peronne tc Ham. This would 
be a logical extension of the battle 
from whete, on the Soissons sector, 
the German soldiers are digging in 
alcng the high lands of the Aisne. 

The British advance is an action 
of especially brilliant strategy on 
the part of Gen. Foch—dashing and 
gallant tactics on the part of Gen. 
Haig. 

The chief menace to the Allied 
line as it stood last week was the 
dangerous proximity of the Germans 
to Amiens and their hold on Mont- 


didier. 
FOR AMIENS, 

Amiens ts the most important 
strategic point In France being the 
Yallroad center which connects Paris 
with the British landing and sup- 
ply station at Calais. 

Gen. Foch wished to make more 
secure the Allied tenure of Amiens; 
at the same time get the Germans 
out of Montdidier, which was like 
a window looking into Paris. 

By a brilliantly-planned oblique 
movement, he killed two birds with 
one stone; put a great pad of cap- 
tured land in front of Amiens and 
compelled the Germans to take their 
choice between being caught Iike 
rats in a trap in Montdidier or of 
retiring from the place. They retired. 

The attaek was carried out with 
a fury that absolutely took away the 
breath of the Germans. The fa- 
mous British cavalry are back on 
horseback again after living like 
moles in the trenches and they are 
justifying thelr fame. 

The losses of the Germans must be 
in enormous disproportion to those 
of the Allies. The cavalry and 
tanks are cytting them up like pigs 
as thev retreat. 
Allies on the other hand are prpb- 
ably small. 

It requires an enormous strength 
of men to stop a tight such as the 
Germans have started. It cannot 
be done by the initial power of the 
retreating army. Only reserves 
hurled in Uberally can stem the out- 
flowing tide. 

It goes without saying that the 
Germans are now hurrying in re- 
serves from some other place on the 
line. As an answer to this diversion 
it is quite on the cards that Foch 
will, begin an attack at the place 
from which the reserves are 
atripped. 

Foch ts a master strategist. He 
knows German methods of warfare 
through and through. 

As head of the Ecole de Guerre, 
he dug into the boasted victory of 
Germany over France in 1870. He 
showed that, instead of it being the 
work of military gentus, the Ger- 
man commanders made about every 
mistake possible and were, in fact, 
“hoobs.” who won only beca of 
the pitiable weakness of tlpe French. 

Foch'’s military creed is to first 
fix the enemy so that he cannot 
readily move; then maintain an of- 
fengive that continues without let- 
up at any cost.

ing back and forth of German re- 
serves in this crisis. . 

In a general way, the present 
crisis would seem to be a contest of 
mobility and elasticity. It remains 
to be seen which commander is abie 
to use his reserves to the best ad- 
vantage and get them where they 
needed the quickest. 

The British thrust forward at 
Amiens and the resultant German 
retirement from Montdidier would 
seem to heve helped Foch in this 
regard. 

The elasticity of his army has 
been seriously hampered for months 
past owigpg tc the German proximity 
to certain vital points of the Allied 
line, such as Amiens, Ypres and 
Chateau Thierry. 

The British forward thrust ef the 
past week has resulted in the cap- 
ture of certain areas and railroads 
and military turnpikes that were 
vital to the German advance upon 
Amiens. That solar plexus of the 
Allied line now has in front of it a 
safety pad that will very much les- 
sen the embarrassment of Gen. Fcch 
in the shifting back and forth of his 
reserves. 

It is true that the chief objective 
of Foch is to kill Germans; not to 
take over areas of enemy soil. At 
the same time, the safety of the 
Allied army and its future freedom 
of action calls fcr the removal of 
the Germans from proximity to the 
network of raflroads that connect 
the right and left wings of the Al- 
lied armies. 


BEATEN AT THE GAME. 


Tt is not too much to say that the 
Germans are licked. 

By this I do not mean that the 
war is cover, or that the end is even 
in sight; we are not yet near enough 
to the end to know exactly of what 
ailment the German military spirit 
ig to die. 

At the same time, the German em- 
pire is absolutely licked. The war 
is decided, if not ended. 

Two practiced checker players 

seldom pley a game through. When 
it looks to the inexpert eye of the 
layman as though the game had just 
begun, one of the players will give 
up and take his checkermen from 
the board. 
It is in that sense that Germany 
is licked, Unless some unforeseen 
disaster should bring about inhar- 
mony and the dissolution of the En- 
tente, the German army can never 
undertake another offensive of the 
dimensions cf the March advance. 
An offensive of lesser proportions 
will be of no avail. 

1 take it that every reader fully 
grasps the fact that for Germany to 
lose the power of offensive is abso- 
lutely fatal. 

Her strength lies (or has lain un- 
til now) in her ability to pick out! 
the battlefield; to fight in areas so 
dangerous to'vital points of the Al- 
lied line that the Foch army was 
crippled and pinned down like a 
man fighting with his coat-tails 
nalled to a board. . 

IN THE EAST. 

If I may venture a very long-dis- 
tance prophecy, I think the collapse 
of Germany's strength will not 
tually cecur on the west front. 


I think the whole Hohenzollern 
structure will crumple up in the 
east—not from direct military at- 
tacks, however. 

Badly as they are pressed in 
France, the Germans are actually 
suffering at this very minute from 
a worse disease in the east. 

The terrorities captured by Ger- 
many in Russia are seething in re- 
volt. Turkey, Bulgaria and Austria 
are simply waiting for a chance to 
break away. 

The tragic defeats In France must 
enormously weaken the prestige of 
Germany in these eastern areas. 

A etern, hard master like Ger- 
many is strong cniy as long as he 
terrorizes his subjects. The fi 
time he weakens they will fly at his 
throat. 

Germany is like the leader of a 
wild dog pack. He is obeyed, but 
the first time he slips and falls, the 
whole pack is at his throat. 

To some extent the situation must 
also be true within the German em- 


rst 


pire iteelf. Saxony, Bavaria and 
other German countries under the' 
savage dominaticn of Prussia are 
not strictly in sympathy with =e 
Hohenzollern world aims, and never | 
have been. 

One of these days, while Germany 
is still fighting bravely in defense of 
the front door, she is going to be 
shocked to discover that trusted | 
neighbors have sneaked in at the 
back dcor and set fire to the house. | 

Even in the face of the appalling | 
losses of men, bearing in mind the 
Allied advance over hard-won Ger- 
man territory, I am firmly of the 


opinion that the most serious con- 


sequence of the German defeat is 
the effect upon Teutonic prestige in 
the new-caught, sullen German pos- 
sessions In the near east and in the 
family circle of the Central Pow- 
ers’ Alliance.

“The present condition of Austria 
cannot last. Democracy is a mod- 
ern necessity, but democracy is im- 
possible in a state whose oa + 
life is paralyzed by the continwval 
struggles of eight separate peoples 
composing it, and where national 
representation, divided by racial in- 
terest, falls prey to bureaucracy. 

“Democracy will only be possible 
in Austria when the country Is trans- 
formed into a confederation of free 
nations. In enemy countries, Aus- 
tria, as at present constituted, is re- 
garded as an eternal impediment to 
the liberty of the peoples of Eu- 
rope, which must be destroyed. Aus- 
tria should show that she capa- 
ble of reforming herself on a lib- 
eral basis. As a demccratic confed- 
eration of peoples she could secure 
an economic peace more easily.” 

These details are given by the Ar- 
beiter Zeitung of Vienna, but it is 
tu be feared that these Socialists are 
no more than voices crying in the 
wilderness.

Enemy's Chances. 


Foch’s Crushing 


Offensive 


Frequent and Rapid Blows to 
Follow Each Other. 


Germans’ Plans ‘to Capture 
Paris Forever Ended.

PARIS, Aug. 10.—The revenge of 
the British, as the new Allied offen- 
sive east of Amiens is called here, 
simply confirms a little prophesy I 
indulged in in my cable last Sun- 
day, when I asserted that Foch's 
next blow would come much sooner 
than most people expected. 

Perhaps tomorrow's German com- 
munique will say the enemy is in 
the course of achieving before 
Amiens what Ludendorff will claim 
is another tactical victory in the 
form of a hasty withdrawal from 
another slice of French territory, but 
expert opinion sees in the British 
victory which its now in progress 
much more than the spectacular in- 
auguration of Foch on his new ca- 
reer as Marshal of France. 

It is realized here that Foch's 
latest blow has been struck at a 
point which he himself had chosen 
after a careful consideration of the 
whole strategic position. The new 
battle is one more proof of the im- 
mediate change that has come over 
the entire aspect of the war as a 
result of Foch's vitally important 
blow against the German right flank 
in the Alsne-Marne salient on July 
18. As a result of that blow, Foch 
can now make the Germans dance 
to his piping.

Foch is worrying the German beast, 
and the satisfactory feature of the 
operation is that there is now no 
reason why he should not continue 
harrying him until the . maddened 
foe ig compelled to submit through 
_— inability to continue the strug- 
gle.) 

All the trumps, present and fu- 
ture, are now in our hands, and 
there is no longer any need to talk 
about “if” we win and “when” we 
win. We are winning. The final 
vice@ry has actually begun. 

Most people here expected that 
Foch's next move would have come 
north of Soissens, with the double 
objective of threatening the Ger- 
man main positions on the Chemin- 
des-Dames and stamping out all 
possibility of further resistance by 
the Crown Prince's defeated forces 
south of the Alsne. 

It is now realized that, In view 
of the satisfactory stratezic position 
established by ovr great victory 
south of the Vesle, the situation be- 
tween Spissons, Rheims and further 
east can safely be allowed to remain 
as it is, and that it is much more 
important to take in hand the pos- 
sibilities that may arise elsewhefe. 

The key to the whole situation to- 
day may be found in the fact that 
the enemy is now faced with a great- 
er necessity than ever, before to 
speedily secure a victory that will 
enable him to wrest from the Allies 
& peace in any true compromise. 
Now that the German plans based 
on the capture of Paris, which un- 
doubtedly had this end in view, 
have been forever upset, it is evi- 
dent that the enemy will spare no 
effort to accomplish a similar ob- 
‘ect In another direction.

IN SIX HOURS.

ROME, Aug. 10.—The feat of 
dropping manifestoes on Vienna Fri- 
day morning was accomplished by «4 
patrol of eight Italian machines, and 
all returned safely except one.

MAYOR ROLPH’S LETTER. 

On Monday, April 1, 1918, the 
Daily, News of this city printed «4 
letter signed “James Rolph, Ir.. 
Mayor of San Francisco.” which bde- 
gan: “I have been reading your 
published demands that I remove 
Theodore Roche from the Police 
Commission, fon the reason, assert- 
ed by you, that he cannot perform 
his full duty as a police commis- 
sioner while acting as attorney for 
certain men now on trial for offenses 
against the neutrality laws of the 
United States.” 

In the letter the following ap- 
pears: “I am, informed that tn July. 
1916, lone bBfore the United Sadtes 
entered the existing war, the firm 
of which Mgr. Roche is a member 
Was employed to represent Messrs. 
Bopp and Von Sehack in certain 
criminal] proceedings pending before 
the Federal court, in which they 
Were accused of having committed 
offenses occurring in 1914 and 1915. 
None of the clients defended by Mr. 
Roche is a member of the German 
government. Months before the 
declaration of war by the United 
States. Messrs. Bopp and Von 
Schack, who bad been Consul and 
Vice-Consul, respectively, of Ger- 
many, were removed from office and 
a successor to Mr. Bopp had heen 
appointed. . . . Mr. Roche as- 
sures me that when his firm ac- 
cepted employment in the case on 
trial, it was expressly agreed that 
the defendants personally, and not 
the German government, would pay 
the attorney's fee.” 

DAILY NEWS’ REPLY.

BIG TOTAL OF THEFTS. 


That the ageregate volume of 
thefts of this sort, when tabulated, 
would reach a staggering total was 
the statement made in the message 
sent by Mr. Doherty to Mr. Selvy. 

' The new plan, embracing the active 
co-operation of every Federal and 
civil department In any given local- 
ity, will be far-reaching in its re- 
sults because it will permit the au- 
thorities to take every case, no mat- 
ter how small, into the Federal 
courts, as an offense against the 
United States. 

"We shall be able to bring wit- 
nestes from any State, employ the 
entire resources of the country, and 
not be Hmited by the expenses. The 
same policy that In the past oper- 
ated in epending thousands of dol- 
lars in convicting a person for steal- 
ing one postage stamp will be ap- 
plied for the protection of millions 
and millions of railroad property. 
Tt i# to be @ War measure, as well 
as a measure of efficiency and pro- 
tection of, business,” Mr. Selvy ex- 
plained. 

MATTER IMPORTANT. 


That the Washington officials re- 
gard the situation as important was 
indicated in the telegram sent by Mr. 
Doherty to Mr. Selvy. It said, in 
part: 

“Your focal Sheriff and police de- 
partment should be invited to par- 
ticipate tn your conference. Let it 
be known generally that ft is the 
purpose of the government to make 
freight in transit as imnfune from 
Interference as the mall; that car 
thefts will be prosecuted as relent- 
leasly as mail or bank thefts: that, 
while the country is at war, no im- 
pairment of its resources is defensi- 
ble or excusable, nor is it any pal- 
Hation that such offenses are com- 
mitted by men who have families 
dependent on them. 

“You will have co-operation from 
the legal forces of carriers, and I 
am hoping that a measure pre 
for submission to Congress will give 
to the railroad police such Federal 
authority for making arrests, carry- 
ing arms and the like as will greatly 
strengthen the hands of the men 
who are leaders in your territory itn 
this patriotic work. Stimulate your 
men all along the lines of efficiency 
and vigor in safeguarding property 
In custody of the government. It is 
work of great public importance, and 
I am sure that your efficient forces 
will continue upon it in true, patri- 
otic spirit.”

$6 a day. 


Two years later the second floor of 
the Mott Market on Main street, be- 
tween Third and Fourth, was oceu- 
pied by the chamber.

$800 when he came to Los Angeles 
last week for a good time. He be- 
took himself to the home of his 
friend, T. Nakeshima, also 21.

STATE TICKET. 

But two strenuoug weeks remain for 
the big and little drives of the various can- 
didates seeking nominations in the State 
primaries. All the candidates for the major 
offices are exerting themselves tq. cover as 
much of the State as possiMle within the 
limited time that remains, and the cam- 
paigns are in full swing. There has not 
been a single withdrawal since the nom- 
inating petitions were filed, and each can- 
didate expresses confidence that he is go 
ing to win. Possibly all are sincere; those 
who would not have a chance under nor- 
mal conditions figure that in the dust of the 
present world conflict they may be able to 
slip past in it. 

In both Republican and Democratic 
camps prime interest centers about the 
nomination for Governor. One of the sur- 
prises to the politicians in the week just 
closed was the strength developed by Judge . 
Bordwell. His able and frank analysis of 
State expenditures has been making him 
friends everywhere. Thotisands who have 
heard him have recalled that they have 
voted for him before. When he ran fur 
the Republican nomination for .justice of 
the Supreme Court he received 50,000 more 
votes than will be necessary to give him 
the nomination for Governor in the pres- 
ent six-cornered fight. Two years azo he 
was head of the winning ticket for delegate 
te the National Republican Convention and 
received more votes than any other delegate. 
His known probity and his unswerving loyai- 
ty alike to his country and his party mark 
him as an ideal war Governor. He stands 
before the Republican electors fearless and 
without reproach. He has pledged himself, 
if elected, to reduce the general expense of 
State government $1,000,000 a year, despite 
Prevailing war prices. His record is an 
earnest that, despite machinations of 
the politicians, such a uction will actual- 
ly be made. 

Dist.-Atty. Fickert of San Francisco em- 
phasizes two issues: the preservation of 
law and order by crushing the pro-Bopp, 
pro-German 1LW.W. element and a radical, 
reduction in the cost of State government.

an efficient administrative officer. Fickert 
is a fighter; he possesses the courage of 
his convictions and those, in the main, are 
in harmony with the best interests of the 
State. He is endeared to every patriotic 
citizen by reason of the enemies he has 
made. 


The Times confesses that ft is disappoint- 
ed in the attitude that Gov. Stephens has 
taken. In place of becoming the Governor 
of the whole people of California he has 
made common cause with the pay-roll bri- 
gade and marches under the banner of the 
forty fat commissions. A little courage and 
firmness on his part would have given him 
a standing in the State that would have as- 
sured him the nomination: but his vacilla- 
tion has cost him at least 100,000 Repub- 
lican votes. 

Mayor Rolph of Sen Francisco made out 
the case against himself when he announced 


his platform in his San Diego opening ad- 
dress. He allied himself definitely with the 


forty fat commissions and the John 
son policies. He has shown his 
fealty to the walking delegates of 
the labor unions; and, on top of 
that, he sent to Los Angeles as a 
campaign manager Theodore Roche, 
attorney for Bopp, Von Schack and 
other dynamiters and alien enemies. 
The Times cannot conceive that it is 
possible for such a candidate to se- 
cure enough Republican votes to 
nominate him in a State primary. 
Perhaps there has not been 
enough attention paid to the race 
for Lieutenant-Governor. Rolph has 
a congenial running mate in C. C. 
Young of Berkeley, who has prob- 
ably done as much as any other 
man now in the State to boost the 
cost of State government to its presa- 


ent height. Young.was Speaker of | 


the Assembly during the time that 
most of the extravagant and useless 
State commissions were created.

Senator Rominger is best known to 
the public ag the author of the Ro- 
minger bill, an admirable measure 
for closing saloons and limiting the 
sale of liquor to beer and light 
wines. It was one of the good bills 
that was beaten by the machine in 
the last Legislature. It will appear 
on the ballot this year as an initia- 
tive measure. Senator Rominger, 
by reason of his ideals and his rec- 
ord, deserves the support of every 
loval Republican tn California. 

There are other candidates for 
the Republican nomination for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor; but it is apparent 
that the race will be between Young 
and Senator Rominger. Do not be 
deluded by any personal appeals to 
vote for Young.

week-end— about that time the 
women of the Friday Morning Club 
came together, the elect of them, to 
tell their experiences on the jury. 
None of them would commit herself 
more definitely than to.say, in effect, 
“delightfully interesting."” That does 
sum it up. It is more fun than men 
have been entitled to monopolize all 
these years. 

I have just finished a four 
months’ term on a trial jury in the 


Superior Court. Herewith are some 
of my observations. If there are 
any deductions to be extracted, the 
operation can be performed pain- 
lessly now that I am through. I 
suppose the reason women have re- 
frained, while serving. from arty, 
expression in public more than “de- 
lightful experience” is because they 
feared they would be excused from 
the next jury when their names were 
drawn. Say what you will, we 
women feel it more or less a dis- 
grace to be told in public that we 
are not wanted. We wonder if it 
ie the shape of our mouth, the color 
of our hair or our mew hat that has 
weighed against us. 

I asked a bailiff once why I was 
excused and his reply was “the law- 
yers themselves don’t know.” 

THE QUALIFICATIONS. 


Some women of experience told 
me in the beginning that I must not 
display any intelligence if I wished 
to be retained as a juror, so in 
Judge Houser’s court when asked if 
[ knew anything concerning the law 
governing a certain damage suit I 
particularly desired to hear, I said: 
“No, Il am very ignorant about it.” 
Counse) for the defense scarcely al- 
lowed a decent interval to paas be- 
fore he excused me. I had to go, 
while another woman who had an- 
swered every other question as I had 
was sworn in as a juror. She had 
already confided in me that she 
hoped she would “be on that case” 
because the furniture and frescoing 
in that department went so well 
with her new suit. She made a good 
juror. 

Toward the close of my term I 
was never excused when my name 
was drawn. Eleven times I had the 
pleasure of hearing lawyers for both 
sides go glidbly stumbling

only when they came to “ladies and 
gentlemen of the jury.” I wished 
they would say, “Men and women 
of the jury.” Woman is a good 
Anglo-Saxon word, while lady is a 
hybrid. Five out of the eleven times 
I was foreman—the-word forewom- 
an is not in my dictionary: In the 
eleven trials the women never vot- 
ed unanimously as a sex. In one 
trial for damages against a well 
known corporation there were six 
women and six men. After an eight- 
hour session in the jury room, with 
twelve ballots taken, the result 
was a mistrial, 6 to 6, three women 
voting for the plaintiff and three for 
the defendant. 
JURY PSYCHOLOGY. 

A man who said he would not re- 
turn a verdict for the corporation 
ithe hadtositthere three days led 
in the discussion for the plaintiff. 
Although sorry for the crippled man 
it seemed clear to me, after the in- 
struction of the court. that he had 
no case and I led in the discussion 
for the defense. 

A week later nearly the same 
group of jurors were in the jury 
box in another department before 
the same lawyer for the same cor- 
poration. He promptly excused me 
and kept the man to serve who had 
made the remark against che cor- 
poration. In nine trial this man 
invariably voted for the plaintiff yet 
he Was never excused, to my know- 
ledge. bv counsel for defense. 

A trial which lasted into the 
fourth week was one that had been 
tried twice before with men jurors, 
resulting ina disagreement. At 
last with three women on the jury 
this test case upon which five other 
suits depended was decided in a 
comparatively short time. Two of 
the three women did not make up 
their minds regarding the verdict 
until they had heard the court's iIn- 


structions and were on the way to 
the juryroom. We were instructed 
to wait f all the evidence before 
deciding: }but neither men nor 
women always followed-this to the 
letter. 

In the juryroom TI never heard 
any question discussed except the 
ene in hand, I never heard 
any general conversation nor @ sin- 
gle reference to the war. I never 
heard any but courteous language 
and the most impersonal ag far as 
women were concerned, with one or 
two exceptions. 

UNPOPULAR VERDICT. 

Once I happened to be foreman, 
returning a verdict which was nor 
my own opinion—the only time out 
of the eleven when the verdict re- 
turned was different from my own 
vote. No poll. of the jury was 
taken and after dismissal when I 
went into the hall to take the ele- 
vator. suddenly I was confronted 
by an angry face thrust close to my 
own. A woman hissed at me, “You 
thief! That te the time you reached 
right down in my pocket and robbed 
me.”

COLONIZING MEXICO. 


Carransa General North Turns 
from Military to Reconstruc- 
tive Egorts. 


(a. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 

JUAREZ, Aug. 5.—Gen. Francise- 
co Murguia, commander of the 
north, has forsaken the ways of war 
for more peaceful pursuits. While 
he has not relinquished his com- 
mand of the northeastern military 
zone, Gen. Murguia is devoting 
practically all of his time and at- 
tention to reconstructive work in 
Northern Mexico. 

In addition to the agricultural 
colonies he has established at Mo- 
linar and Casas Grandes,. Chihua- 
hua, he has plans for opening large 
tracts of land which were confis- 
cated from land holders during the 
revolution and colonizing on 
tracts with Mexicans from t 
crowded cities. of the south and 
with Mexican laborers have 
been forced to go to ths United 
States to seek employment. 

When the constitutional move- 
ment led by Carranza succeeded, 
the work of the Madero revolution, 
which had been left unfinished, was 
resumed. Confiscation decrees were 
fesued against Gen. Luis Terrazas 
and many other large land holders tn 
the north. These lands have been un- 
der the control of the government 
since they were seized by the con- 
fiecation decree issued by Francis- 
co Villa while he wes commander 
of the north under They 
are well adapted to cattle grazing. 
irrigation farming where water is 
available and in many places cut- 
ting high-grade timber. 

Tt is these lands that Gen. Mur- 
gufa plans to colonize and his ex- 
perimental colony at Molinar, 
north of Chihuahua cfty, recefv- 
Ing practically all his attention at

CHILE TO INCREASE 
PAPER MANUFACTURE. 


(BY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE ) 

WASHINGTON, Aus 
shortage of paper has led to a gov- 
ernment investigation of the paper 
manufacturing possibilities in Chile. 
Paper manufacturers of the republic 
have held several_conventions to as- 
certain the capa of their facto- 
ries and grades of paper that can be 
manufactured in the country. D> 

There are now in Chile nine paper 
factories, with a total production of 
7,600,000 kilos (of 2.20 pounds) an- 
nually. They are capitalized at 


The newspapers of Chile have 
been alarmed at the scarcity of print 
paper, due to the shortage in the 
United States and the lack of vessels 
to transport what paper could be 
obtained in this country end else- 
where in the world. It has been de- 
veloped that the big factories in 
Chile can make print paper out of 
the raw material obtainable in Chile, 
and they have already begun the 
output. This will be increased as 
rapidly as possible. In the southern 
part of the republic vast acreage o 
timber land produces sufficient pulp 
wood to supply the needs of the 
manufacturers for many years.

KEEP WATCHFUL EYEON WHEELS OF YOUR CAR; 
VARIOUS TYPES NEED FREQUENT ATTENTION. 


BY BARNEY OLDFIELD. 


HE wheele upon which the 
modern motor car rides, may 
seem like prosaic and simple 
part of the vehicle, yet strangely 
enough the wheel industry has had 


gwe delivery in two models.

In the early days of the Industry 
the motor car manufacturers fol- 
lowed bicycle practice and used the 
wire wheels that had been handed 
down to them by the bicycle mak- 
‘ers. This served well enough while 
the automobile was a small light con- 
traption, but as it began to grow 
into a full-sized vehicle, the wire 
wheels of bicycle design were found 


to be totally unable to meet the de- 
mands made upon them. 


Then the wheel makers turned to 
the wagon manufacturers and be- 
gan making wheels of hickory, 
which are still predominant in the 
American field. 

WITH US AGAIN. 

However, a few years later the 
wire wheel manufacturers engi- 
neered a “come-back,” offering a 
wheel that was correctly designed 
to meet the demands of automobile 
service. Today the scientific wire 
wheel has carved out a definite 
place for itself and ig becoming in- 
creasingly popular every year. 
Finally we must not overlook the 
stee!| wheel, which is a development 
of the past few years. This type is 
made tn disc form, or like the wood- 
en wheel, but the material fs steel; 


‘these wheels are extensively used in 


truck practice and even on pagssen- 

ger cars, particularly in Furope. 
We will consider first the wooden 

wheel, against which little com- 


| plaint can be made when it embodies 
the proper 


sort of wood, namely 


second growth hickory. This wood 
has the greatest strength and re- 
sistance to shock. Indeed the prin- 
cipal argument against the best 
grade of American hickory wheels 
is simply that the supply of this 
wood is so limited that before long 
we shall be compelled to seek an- 
other material for wheel construc- 
tion. Hickory has plenty of the 
resillency that enables it to absorb 
the shock incident to road travel and 
the vibrations always present in the 
motor car. As a matter of fact re- 


cent government estimates put the 
amount of atanding hickory in this 
country at 19,000,000,000 board feet, | 
which would supply wooden wheels 
for all our motor cars for many 
years to come In addition, 
modern reforesting methods insure 
that this supply will be maintained | 
at its present stage so that we may 
this argument against hick- 
ory wheels. Further, it has been 
found possible to use as wheel ma-

terlal for certain classes of work, | 
motor trucks of some classes, other 
hard woods, such as white ash, hard 
maple, northern birch, white oak, 
rock elm, making the supply prac- 
tically inexhaustable. 


CURING A SQUEAK. 


There are few troubles peculiar 
to wooden wheels with which the 
car owner has to cope. Sometimes 
the spokes may become loose, so 
that an annoying squeaking is set 
up. This is easily cured by driving 
wedges of wood or iron at the base 
of the loose spoke at the hub. The 
hub bolts, which pass through the 
wheel and retain the hub plate in 
position and tn the rear wheels hold 
the brake drum also, need a little 
attention. They must not be a, | 
}lowed to get loose, as this will de- 
stroy the alignment of the wheel. 

Next in popularity to the wooden 
wheel, is that of wire. Adherents of 
the wire wheel claim that it has 


wheel, that it is a better conductor 
of heat and so helps to reduce the 
temperature that develops in the tire 
when the car is in operation, and 
that the wire wheel of present-day 
design has greater strength than 
wood. There is no trouble with the 
wire wheel from equeaking. A fur- 
ther claim is that the wire wheel 
holds its shape better than the wood- 
en one, the latter tending to become 
slightly ovoid in the course of long 
service. 

There are certain definite atten- 
tions that must be Lestowed upon 
the wire wheel if it is to be kept 
up to efficient service. The owner 
of a car with wire wheels ought to 
give these parts a car-+ful inspection 
once a month, anyway, to see that 
none of the spokes have loosened. 
The enamel must not be permitted 
to crack off around the nipples, as 
this permits rusting to start and 
eventually the spoke will pull out 
ond a ragged hole will develop.

A wire wheel 
clogged with mud is not an inspir- 
ing sieht, but fortunately there are 
a number of special brushes, wire 
and bristle, which enable the owner 
to clean the wheel without difficulty. 

There are several methoda of at- 
taching wire wheels. One of these 
uses a serrated drive and ift is im- 
portant to keep these serrations 
clean. If one of them becomes 
broken, it will be difficult to mount 
the wheel properly. The surface of 
the serrations should be kept free 
from rust or dirt of any kind, kero- 
gene or oil serving to do this. 

The method of covering the out- 
side of wire wheels with discs of 
steel or aluminum, is one of the 
latest developments. This serves to 
keep out mud or dirt and is con- 
sidered a swagger touch, anyway.

of street trees are now fairly uhant- 
mous In the view that mo tree need 
be shunned for the reagon that it raises 
the sidewalk, breaks the curb, or fills sew- 
ers. These troubles are entirely due to 
man's poor work or lack of natural pro 
vision to meet the needs of the tree 
ivistricts In Southern California may be 
found where no reots of peppers or other 
trees are found on the surface or veur the 
surface. The place for reots of all trees 
ix well dewn in the soil and there thes 
witl delve if conditions are faveratie. To 
be sure, there arc trees that may be sald 
to comp ise a comparatively shallow -root. 
ing species, but not one that will raise 
the walk, or anything else. W the soil be 
deen and easily permeable. And the 
writer. in thirty vears’ experience in 
fornia. knows of no tree that behaves im- 
properly under natural conditions, 

The averazce layman asks: “What makes 
the roots came up or rise above the sur 
face of the soll?” And the answer ia that 
they do not unless the whole tree rises 
with them. It may he that occasionally 
a reot some distance .from the trunk 
strives a hard spot in the soil, is unable 
to force ite way deeper and so yields to 
the lesser pressure above, but this is a 
most unurval occurrence. Our best writ- 
fre state that a trunk never becomes 
bhugcer hetween roots and lower branches, 
and thi<« is doubtless Yrue. Too many of 
them tack on the statement that the dfe- 
tance trom the ground tu th® first or low- 
eat branch does not become greater. This 
statement is very, very oftep untrue. it 
should be preceded by the words: “in good 
Meep soil.” 

What happens, then’ Answer: the 
whole tree rises. Why’? For the reason 
ther the sell below is so hard that the 
roots cannot delve as deeply as they 
sould and a fast growing tree will not 
watt on their slow neotiation or grasp 
of the soll, and follows the lines of least 
resistance. This seldom happens with a 
emall tree or during the fireat few years 
aiter planting. Surigce soil is generally 
leose and subsoil next below sufficiently 
moist to allow the roots to penetrate. But 
when the subsoil ig hard, either by reason 
cf nvtural solidity or because it is too dry, 
the roots all become stilis. Continuous 
rushing of all of them aca'nat a substance 
they penetrate tesults in raising 
the whole tree. 

All who study the matter will recognize 
tht thie trouble is much more common 
in Callfornia than in any other State, and 
most common where rainfall is lichtest. 
In other States, summer rains keep the 
soil moist and roots miy slowly penetrate 
even the stiffest clay if it is moist. In 
Southern California active tree growth 
comes into full swing about the time the 
reins cease. Wf the subsoil is very hard 
the water has not gone down deeply but 
has run away on the surface, and such soil 
absorbent nor capable of hold- 
ing much water. Natural exhaustion and 
the tree's demands quickly use dp this 
measaser supply. The subsoil becomes 
closed and hard and roots cannot and do 
net penetrate. The tree, in Southern Call- 
‘ornia at least, grows rapidly, and has to 
develop in some other direction, so it 
“coeess tp.” and too often takes the side- 
walks with it. In this problem man’s duty 
in plein: “prepare ye the way.” Again 
the writer sees Riverside’s grand old man, 
the veteran City Forester J. H. Reed, rise 
up i tree convention and hears him say: 
“I like the Braunton slogan! If I had bat 
a dollar to spend in planting a tree I would 
r‘ther put a 10cent tree in a 90-cent hole 
than a tree in a 10-cent hole.”

Is Labor Scarce? 


HE following letter, giving the expert- 
ences of a man who has worked as an 
emergeticy farm laborer, presents an 
resting point of view and, if really in- 
dicative of local conditions, sets forth a 
situation calling for most careful considera- 
tion on the part of the State and government 
labor bureaus: 


“To the Editor Farm and Tractor Sec- 
tion: I am a retired Colorado farmer. With 
my son, a high-school boy, I took my auto- 
mobile and went out to seek farm labor, in. 
tending to do whatever work was in sea- 
son. I had not intended ever to go to work 
again, but the repeated appeals to older 
men and city residents generally to go out 
and help save the crops aroused in me a 
patriotic resolve to get into the harness 
Once more. 

“We found that, although several thou- 
sand laborers were needed simultaneously 
in certain sections of the Southland for a 
short period of time, and needed badly, we 
could not find any work which lasted long 
enough to make our wenture pay. 
so much time and gasoline in moving from 
job to job that we could scarcely pay ex- 
penses. Had we been traveling on the rail- 
road or by stage our transportation costs 
jwould have been still higher. We also had 
to work with foreign labor on several occa- 
sions apd in many cases found foreigners 
waiting about for the jobs we were ‘pa- 
triotically’ filling, and seemingly in need 
of the work. Finally my son settled down 
to work in a creamery and I returned home. 

“I think many so-called ‘floating’ labor 
ers, averse to doing dairy work because 
of the Sunday hours, but willing enough to 
stay a considerable length of time in one 
locality, are up against this same proposi- 
tion. If the government would arrange for 
California emerfency farm laborers to 
move in companies or ‘armies’ over a pre- 
arranged route, so as to cover the urgent 
need for a large number of workers at cer- 
tain points for short periods of time, and 
furnish transportation at, say, half the usual 
fare, leaving to the residents of a commu- 
nity or their steady hands the routine and 
regular farm work, it seems to me a great

be desired. In other words, it is some- 
times difficult for a general laborer to make 
his various jobs connect, except at great 
expense for transportation. It would seem 
that Mr. Kerr’s suggestion as to reduced 
rates might in some way be put into effect. 
but this would admittedly be difficult unless 
labor were conscripted and moved in bodies 
at the will of the government. 

Meanwhile Mr. Kerr's observations arouse 
some wonder as to just what is the true 
farm-labor situation in California. The con- 
sensus of opiniof#” seems to be that there 
is not a shortage of socalled “regular” 
help im- Southern California, and particular. 


attention is paid to the “big fellows” and 
not enough consideration given to this typi- 
cal California institution, the small tract. 

There never before was a time in the his- 
tory. of this country when it was so vitally 
important, as well as necessary, for the 
farmer to utilize every possible means of 
increasing his efficiency. This applies es- 
pecially to the class who are working small 
tracts. 

It is upon this class of farmers that the 
country is dependent for the many forms 
of produce not classified as staples, yet, 
in @’ way, equally as necessary: garden 
vegetables, berries, fruits of All varieties, 
melons and many other forms of food. 
These small gardeners and fruit growers 
are now confronted with serious problems. 
Many of them find it entirely out of the 
question to keep a horse the year around. 
The size of their farms does not warrant 
it and present feed costs are prohibitive. 
They are dependent upon having their 
plowing, harrowing and much of their culti- 
vating done by hired labor. This depend- 
ence often subjects them to disappoint- 
ment, loss of time and extraordinary ex- 
pense, which they can hardly efford, to say

calls from workers and employers and will 
endeavor to assist in meeting the situation 
which at present exists. This seems to be 
a lack of men and women to do emergency 
work on comparatively short jobs, rather 
than a lack of regular farm laborers. His 
province, therefore, would seem to be, rath- 
er, to deal with patriotic and “irregular” 
laborers who wish to be of assistance in 
conserving everything which is produced. 
We would like to hear from employers, 
so as to secure a broad view of the subject. 
So far, the inquiries have been largely from

This does not mean that there is any cx- 
cuse for idleness. The man who is looking 
for a soft snap will always be with us; 
there is no lack of work, at good wages, in 


nothing of possible loss in produce through 
inability to have their work done at the 
proper time. The investment required for 
the purchase of tools and equipment, such 
as is used in larger operations,.is entirely 
out of the question. 

But how are these difficulties to be over- 
come? The manufacturers of ma- 
chinery all over the country are putting 
forth every effort to devise ways and means 
that will meet this situation. Engineers 
and inventive geniuses are being called upon 
to solve the small farmer’s problems and 
rapid strides are being made in this direc- 
tion. 


One of the most useful and practical 
solutions that has come to light in recent 
years is the small garden tractor, selling 
for little, if any, more than a horse 
and his working equipment. The service 
rendered by one these machines on a small 
ranch near Los Angeles was recently in- 
vestigated. It was found that the owner 
was using it for thé light plowing formerly 
done with one horse, cutting a six or seven- 
inch furrow with ease. [t was remarkable 
to note the speed with which the work was 
accomplished and the power that the little 
tractor developed. It traveled at a speed 
of from two to three miles an hour, which 
is as fast as man cares to walk. The fur- 
rows were absolutely straight and regular; 
yet the sandy character of the soll did not 
seem in the least to impede the progress 


get over in the same length of time. 
Cultivating has always been am important 

problem with the gardener, as well as with 

the orchardist. It is tedious, slow and tire 


‘some work to cultivate by hand between 


narrow rows of small truck, Orchards and 
vineyards also present their respective : 
ficulties, it being in many cases almost 
possible to use a large tractor when othe 
crops are planted in ~'ws between thy: 
trees. 


The small tractor is used for every kind 
of cultivating, under the most trying con- 
ditions. When the plants are small the 
“bull wheels” can straddle tlie plants, and 
attachments are provided so that th 
rows can be cultivated at a time, bet 
and more rapidiy than it is possible to do 
it by. hand or with a horse. When the 
plants become larger, vegetable top guards 
are used, and the tractor, having a tread . 
of only seventeen inches, is operated be 
tween the rows. From three to six cultiva- 
tor shovels,can be used with ease, and the 
attachments are so mounted on the 
that the shovels can be moved by means 
of the control handles, to one side or the 
other, for “close up” work. In orchard 
work it solves the problem in an ideal 
manner, being low enough to be used under 
the lowest trees without damage, and nar- 
row enough to work between the smallest 
rows. 


Furrowing shovels can be attached, as 
well as weeders, hillers and all other horse- 
drawn tools. It is remarkable to note the 
short turns that can be made at the ends 
of the rows, both in plowing and cultivating. 

Another feature which makes the little 
tractor well adapted to the needs of the 
small rancher is that it can be used for 
the many purposes for which a small gaso- 
line engine is needed. It can be moved 
under its own power to the point where 
the work is to be done and will drive any- 
thing requiring not more than three or four

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CITRUS GROWERS HEAR ABOUT 
NEW WRINKLES IN FUMIGATION. 


BY ROBERT W. HODGSON (See Pages & and 9, Rotogravure.) 


VER 2350 Los Angeles county citrus’ 
growers assembled at the Covina High 
School on Saturday, July 20, as guests 

wf the Covina center of the Farm Bureau to 
attend an all-day fumigation school, held 
undef the auspices of the Farm Bureau and 
the Citrus Experiment Station, with the 
active co-operation of the County Horticul- 
tural Commissioner and his staff of inspec- 
tors. 

The opening address by County Horticul- 
tural Commissioner William Wood con- 
tained some very Gnteresting figures relative 
to the work of the Horticultural Commis- 
sion in Los Angeles county. The success- 
ful culture of citrus fruits ‘s California is 
absolutely dependent upon the control of a 
large number of insect pests, chief among 
which are the various scales and the 
mealy bug. In order properly to control 
these pests, the County Horticultural Com- 
_ mission was established by State law. The 
chief duty of the Hotricultural Commission- 
er is to keep informed regarding insect 
pest infestation and to control such infesta- 
tion. Both ornamental plantings and or- 
chards must be inspected, and when pests 
have increased to the point where they 
constitute a public nuisance, written notice 
ie served on owners to abate the nuisance 
within a certain time by fumigating, spray- 
ing, or by other treatment suggested. If 
this ‘« not done, the commissioner may en- 
ter the premises and abate the nuisance, 
the cost of such work being a lien on the 
property. In the absence of satisfactory 
commercial operators the commissioner 
himself undertakes the work of pest abate- 
ment, which requires that the county main- 
tain adequate fumigating outfits. 

CITY LOT FUMIGATING. 

Emphasizing the difficulties involved in 
city lot work and stating the qualifications 
of the city jot fumigator, Dr. A. G, Smith of 
Tasadena gave a very instructive address. 
He spoke particularly of the exacting nas 
ture of the work, which requires a very par- 
ticular type of man. The city lot fumigator 
must be extremely careful of prized orna- 
mental trees, often not worth keeping, com- 
mercially, but prized for their aesthetic 
value. Gr@at care must be taken to avoid 
injuring domestic animals, to Gispose of the 
fumigation residue so that no _ possible 
harm can result from it, and to avoid dis- 
turbing the residents, since the work is 
largely done at night. Fire danger must be 
reckoned with. On account of the piece- 
meal nature of the work the cost is high, 
and the city lot fumigator must have the 
ability efficiently to plan his work so as to 
cut costs. Dr. Smith believes that the use 
of the liquid gas will present many advan- 
tages for city lot work, chief among which 
age first, the fact that it is unnecessary to 
be 4 along the cyanide, acid, and water, and 
s@fond, the absence of residue, which must 
be disposed of. 

F. G. Wyman, manager of the Growers’ 
Fumigation andéSupply Company, gave a very 
interesting addréss on the advantages of co- 
operative fumigation. Born of dire neces- 
sity, the first large co-operative fumigation 
company Was organized at Pomona in 1910, 
with eight or ten packing-houses as mem- 
bers. At that time, although there were a 
number of conscientious commercial fuml- 
gators doing good work, many were not 
giving satisfaction, largely due to careless- 
ness and inattention to details. This asso 
ciation has been singularly successful from 
the beginning. A report giving a summary 
of its activities for the 1917 season, as given 
by Mr. Wyman, showed that although labor 
costs have gone up very materially since 
1910, the average labor cost per tree in 1917 
was $0.0608 as against a labor cost in 1910 
of $0.0616 per tree. Mr. Wyman attributes 
this condition largely to better organization 
and the substitution of plece work for 
Wages, on the hour basis. He cited a num-’ 
ber of cases showing how the association is 
able to do the work for much less than com- 
mercial operators. Some figures quoted by 
Mr. Wyman regarding last year's activities 
are as follows: Number of trees fumigated, 
316,000; labor cost per tree, $.0608; over- 
head expenses and depreciation, $0.046 per 
tree; total covering cost, $.1068 per tree; 
cyanide, $0.1706 per tree; total cost per tree, 
$0.2774. The company refunded to members 
ir 1917 a rebate of $1375. 

For the last three years the association 
has been using the cyanofumer, its chief 
advantages over the pot method being the 
immediate obtaining of the gas without 
waiting and the reduced burning of the 
tents. He prophesied a bright future for the 
liguid gas.

The earliest efforts at fumigation were 
made with a machine which generated 


hydrocyanic acid gas, which was conveyed 
ander the tents by means of a hose. Then 
came the pot method, whereby the acid and 
cyatide were placed in pots set under the 
tents. Five or six years ago the “Owl” fumi- 

gating machine was put on the market, and 
during the last three or four years has 
been superseded by the “cyanofumer,’ 7 
which has been brought to a high degree of 
perfection and possesses many advantages 
over the old methods and machines. The 
last tWo years, however, have witnessed the 


credit for which is largely due to the Dingle 
Brothers of Los Angeles, particularly to 
William Dingle. So promising is this latest 
development that in the 1917 season no less 
than 3000 cases of sodium cyanide have 
been liquefied for use in the liquid gas ma- 
chine. 

Liouid hydrocyanic acid gas has been 
known to chemists for a long time, but on 
account of its dangerous character it has 
not been used very much until recently. 
Now that it has been experimented with to 
a large degree, however, we are findidg that 
ig¢ handled properly, it is not so dangerous 
as Was supposed. The liquid gas is a color- 
less liquid, similar to water, but much 
lighter and having a boiling point of only 80 
deg. Fahrenheit. It is rather unstable and 
decomposes readily under certain conditions 
of light and heat, to form the gas. The im- 
pure article is explosive under certain con- 
ditions, but if pure enough and kept in a suf- 
ficiently strong container it is safe to 
handle. 

Its method of manufacture is not compli- 
cated. The gas is formed in a generator 
by the use of sulphuri@’acid and sodium cyan- 
ide and conducted through pipes to flues sur- 
rounded by a cylinder containing a cold 
brine solution. Here it is condensed to a 
liquid at a low pressure and is drawn off. 
It is at present being purified further by dis- 
tillation, which takes out the water. Last 
season this was not done. It is then run 
into drums containing from fifteen to sixteen 
gallons, which, whenegealed, are ready for 
use. The plant is located at Azusa. In 1917, 
only twelve and one-half gallons of the; 
liquid was recovered from 200 pounds of 
the cyanide. Due to improved methods, 
slightly better than fourteen gallons of a 
theoretically possible eighteen and one-half 
gallons is now recovered. On a fourteen 
gallon basis, oné ounce of the solid cyanide 
equals sixteen and one-half cubic centime

Some of the distinct advantages of the use 
of liquid gas are: (1.) There is practically 
no burning of the tents, which is a very im- 
portant factor in the depreciation of fuml- 
gating apparatus and which occurs both 
with the pot method and the cyanofumer; 
(2,) there is no residue to dispose of as 
this is taken care of at the plant where the 
gas is manufactured; (3,) there is no dis- 
solving of chemicals during the day prepara- 
tory to fumigation at night: (4,) there is 
no carting of chemicals through the field; 
(5,) the machine can be carried by hand, 
no horse being necessary, thus cutting down 
the labor requirements. 

Liquid gas should be recognized, however, 
as a dangerous substance, and should be 
handled with care. Precaution must be 


taken to tuck the tent down about the dis- 
charge tubes before fercing the gas into 
the tent. With proper care, the method 
promises to be a marked advance over other 
systems used in fumigation.

some plants they are difficult to dislodge by 
ordinary methods. The hardest toe clean of 
all host plants is the common rice-paper 
plant, Fatsia (Aralia) papyrifera. The deep, 
protected pockets at the base of évery leaf 
defy extermination of the bugs and yet all 
plants of this species found by the writer 
are infested. Im the last monthly bulletin 
of the State Horticultural Commission ap- 
pears the following: 

“These insects are very difficult to con- 
irol, although the persistent application of 
large quantities of water under high pres- 
sure will enable the crower to keep the pest 
dowh. This, however, is a rather expensive 
means of treatment and the citrus mealy bug 
especially can be kept in check by destroy- 
Ing the ants in:the orchard and liberating 
colofies of beneficial Insects. It is also ad- 
visable to baad the trees with burlap before 
the mealy bugs cet abundant. These bands 
can be removed occasionally and dipped in 
engine distillate, and in this way iarge num- 
bers of the adult f° :ales can be destroyed. 
since they will craw! into the buriap for the 
purpose of laying their eggs. This method 
is particularly applicable in the case of the 
citrophilus mealy bug. Care must be taken, 
however, that .the. distillate in the bands is 
allowed to evaporate before they are placed

COMMISSIONER 
REVIEWS WORK. 


Los Angeles County Horticultural Com 
missioner Wood gave an interesting sum 
mary of the work of his®office in bis recent 
address before the citrus fumigation school 
at Covina. 

In a county of the horticultural impor- 
tance of Los Angeles county these duties re- 
quire a large corps of inspectors and in- 
volve a great deal of work. Some of the 
figures for the past year as given by Mr. 
Wood, are as follows: The Horticultural 
Commission® has served notices oa city lots 
and orchards to the number of "40,000 and 
the number of forced abatements of “nui- 
sances” was 5500, done at a cost of $17, 
929.66. This work was done largely in Holly- 
wood, Glendale, Monrovia, Sierra Madre, 
Pasadena and yicinity, and Alhambra. The 
city lot and ornamental plantings are the 
most irritating problems to handle and in- 
volve more time and labor in proportion 
than any other part of the work. Mr. Wood 
etated that, since a new State law passed 
last year had delegated to his commission 
the additional duties of squirrel eradication 
and enforcement of the fruit standardizatior 
law, without furnishing sufficient additional 
help, he was in the position of having more 
work than he felt he could do without more 
funds. He bespoke the suppoet of citrus 
growers for the extension of his work.

He shows the gallantry of 
his sex by attacking all comers who enter 
his pen, and his owner remarks that he 
“kicks like a horse.” The blood of these 
birds will be judiciously blended into the 
Bradley strain. 

Here is certainly food for reflection on 
the part of Orpington breeders. Why not 
import a trio of Bradley Orpingtons and see 
how they will behave in Southern Call 
fornia? Hens of a heavy breed with 
records of 320 and 326 eggs im %65 days, 
certainly are pushing egg records to the 
limit. Are these phenomenal performers 
racial or individual? And can they: be 
maintained from generation to generation, 
or are they the result of special matings?

The Rumpiess Fowl. 


We are indebted to The Feathered World

among breeds of poultry. It would seem 
from what Edward Brown says of them in 
his “Races of Domestic Poultry,” that they 
are essentially a Belgian breed, although 
The Feathered World avers that the breed 
was at one time quite popular in Scotland, 
and especially in Arran, but that of late 
years they seem to have gone out of favor. 
It is said they are of varied colors and have 
black eye: th gray earlobes. The hens 
are reporteu to be good layers, hardy, but 
shy. It will be agreed that they present a 
unique appearance. We have never learned 
of their introduction in this country, and 
under present war conditfons in Europe it 
would be somewhat hazardous to attempt 
an importation. 


A Buff Minorca Record. 

The egz- efaying record of W. P. William's 
Right Buff Minorca heng is not only a tes- 
timony to the sterling qualities of thé 
Minorca breed, but it again illustrates that 
intelligent feeding and managemé@nt invari- 

ably give good returns. From June 1, 1917, 
to May 31, 1918, these eight hens produc ed 
1627 eggs, or an average of 2793 3-8 exes per 
head; the weight per dozen ranged from 
twenty-seven to thirty-one ounces, giving au 
average of twenty-eight and three-quarter 
ounces. The weight of the hens varied 
from five and one-quarter to six and one- 
half pounds, affording an average of five 
and three-quarter pounds each: only four of 
the eight were broody during the year and 
these for only a short period. The feeding 
rations were of the average kind, with the 
addition of sprouted barley once a day, and 
all grain was fed in a heavy litter, thus af- 
fording plenty of cxercise. Good sanitation, 
plenty of pure water and a favorable g@n- 
vironment were additional factors which 
contributed much to the realization of such 
& fine egg record.

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| TRACTORS FOUND DEPENDABLE 
WHEN OPERATORS “KNOW HOW.” 


F MORE than 600 tractor owners on 
O representative farms in Illinois, who| 

reported in a recent survey conducted 
by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, a report of which is published as 
Parmers’ Bulletin 963, 54 per cent. «stated 
that-their outfits were not disabled a single 
day when needed during the entire season 
last year. Of the remaining 46 per cent. 
the average number of days their tractors 
were oyt of commission when needed was 
five. This average, however, did not include 
one man who stated that his machine was 
not usable about half the time. 

The reports of the tractor owners indi- 
cate that with a careful and proficient op- 
erator @ gag tractor is a very dependable 
source of power, Occasional slight delays 
probably will be encountered, but serious 
ones will be exceptional, whereas with a 
careless or incompetent operator expensive 
delays are apt to be frequent. 

Of the tfactors owned by Illinois farm- 
erg reporting, about 90 per cent. were. op- 
erated by the owner or some ‘member of 
bis famfly, the best results usually being 
obtained by this class of operators. Thirty- 
six per cent. of Illinoig owners reported no 
time lost in the field on account of trouble 
with the outfit. Thig probably meang that 
the time Jost wag not worth mentioning. 
Most men do not consider it trouble so long 
as they know at once the cause of stuppage 
or other irregularity in the engine s opera- 


tion, and are able to remedy it properly 
The average time lost per day by the 46 
per cent. reporting trouble is a little ove 
three-quarters of an hour. 


There is a steady and ever-increasing de 
mand for trained tractor operators. More 
and more farmer buyers and owners are 
attending the power-farming schools. The 
war and the constant drawing of you 
men mechanics into the service opens the 
way for older men without a trade to ente 
an interesting, important and remunerative 
field. Those not mechanically — inclined 
however, should consider the matter care 
fully. A trained tractor operator should 
also be a “handy-man.”

horse power, such as a churn, washing ma- 
chine, cream separator or pump. 

It goes without saying that a small trac- 
tor such as this or any other farm ma- 


chinery for such purposes must be simple, 


not liable to get out of order, and economi- 
cal to run. It should require few ad just- 
ments, be dust and dirt proof and of a de 
sign easily understood. For these reasons 
a single-cylinder gasoline engine is used, 
with a three-and-one-half-inch bore and a 
four-and-one-half-inch stroke; removable 
cylinder-head to give easy access to valves 
and for cleaning carbon; high-tension mag- 
neto; water cooling system with fan, and 
cellular radiator All parts are dust proof 
and the moving parts run in ofl. A gallon 
of gasoline is consumed during five hours’ 
operation in the field or seven hours’ use 
in driving machinery. 

This is only one of many pieces of ma- 
chinery that is being used by the small 
farmer to make his work easier, cut down 
his expense and help him to acquire greater 
efficiency. It will probably never be possi- 
ble entirely to supplant the horse, but there 
is a tendency in that direction through the 
introduction of mechanical equipment.

BEANS, POTATOES, TOMATOES. 
TIMELY HINTS TO GROWERS. 


By R. E. NEBELUNG, Assistant Farm Adviser, Los Angeles County. 


O YOUR tomato plants shed their blossoms? The editor has had a number 
of inquiries as to the cause of this annoying and costly garden difficulty. In 
this article Mr. Nebelung explains the mystery in an authoritative manper 
and gives some equally valuable “tips” on the mianagement. of beans during the 
period before the harvest. He also drops some hints concerning the second crop 
of potatoes, which no gardener or truck farmer should miés. Are you making the 
best use of the Farm and Tractor Section by clipping and filing for future refer- 


ence such useful information as this? 


The bean crop is now quite generally 


a cultivator cannot pass between the rows 
without doing considerable damage. The 
grower must use his own judgment as to 
whether another irrigation. is advisable, 
realizing that he will not be able again to 
cultivate. If the soil has dried out con- 
siderably and it is his opinion that the 
beans will suffer for lack of moisture be- 
fore maturing, it is advisable to irrigate 
again, even though there can be no cultiva- 
tion following. If the beans are irrigated 
and cultivated just before the vines grow 
together they will have enough moisture 
to mature the crop. No water should be 
applied just at the time of bloom, as this 
tends to cause the blossoms to. drop, but 
‘irrigation should be practiced just before 
or just after the bloom. For varieties 
which do not become so matted cultivation 
should be kept up practically until ma-

tions should be taken before the grower 
puts his potatoes in the ground. 

The first of these is to know if his soil 
is adapted to potatoes. The soil should be 
mellow and rich, and in texture should be 
a fine sand-and-silt tg The heavier 
soils, with a tendency to bake, are not 
well adapted and should be avoided. The 
second précaution is to see that the soil 
is sufficiently cool. Planting “spuds” in a 
hot soil is sure to result in failure. As 
July and August are our hottest months, 
it can readily be seen that it is no easy 
matter to get the soil at the proper tem- 
perature. 

The only way that this can be done is 
by sufficient irrigation before planting. A 
double irrigation is recommended—the first 
a week or ten days before planting time, 
amounting to a heavy soaking of the soil. 
The ground may then be plowed and 
worked into condition, and several days be- 
fore planting should be irrigated lightly in 
furroWs to cool the soil again. The po- 
tatoes should then be planted about seven 
inches deep. A slightly different procedure 
iz to let the field alone after the first irri- 
gation, and three or four days before plant- 
ing time, depending on the kind of soil, 
again to irrigate, lightly; then plow and 
plant as quickly as possible. Dip all seed 
before planting for one and one-half hours 
in corrosive sublimate solution (one ounce 
to seven and one-half gallons of water.) It 
will be seen that the principal factor in 
planting is to have the soil sufficiently cool. 
Lack of this condition is undoubtedly the 
chief cause for complete or partial ‘ailure 
of the fall crop. The following of these 
directions, if the soil is kept sufficiently 
‘moist and is cultivated 
should result In a crop equal to the aver- 
age spring crom and better than the one 
just harvested. 

TOMATOES. 
Owing to the fact that an unusually high 


price is being offered by the canners this 


season, the acreage of tomatoes has in 
creased in Southern California. Tomato 
can now be found in nearly all 
stages of development—from those planted 
a few weeks ago to those bearing mature 


fruit. 

Cultivation should be sufficient to aye 
weed growth down and to conserve 
moisture supply, and should not be too close 
to the vines. Hoeing will have to be re- 
sorted to where weeds start close to the 
vines. Irrigation should be sufficient so 
that the plants will at no time suffer from 
lack of moisture, but it is very important 
that there be no over-irrigation at the time 
of blossoming, as a general dropping of the 
blossoms will be the result. If the soil 
becomes dry during the blossoming period 
a very light irrigation should be given, but 
great precaution should be used in apply- 
ing water at this time. At all other times 


irrigation should be heavy, to a depth ofj» 


three to five feet, to encourage deep root 
ing. Irrigation too late in the growth of 
the plant 
fruit, watery, and in poor shipping co 
tion. 

In some’ sections tomatoes are 
without irrigation, especially when planted 
early in the season. Frequent cultivations 
and several hoeings are necessary with the 
dryfarmed crop, and by strict adherence 
to these methods ‘of conserving moisture 
excellent yields may be obtained. -

PERHAPS BOTH WERE RIGHT! 


| automotive engineers are working in 
exactly opposite directions with almosf 
equally good results on a tractor accessory 
which is now considered indispensable, but 
which, two or three years ago, was regarded 
as almost a curiosity.. This is the air- 
clarifier, used to remove dust and grit from 
the air which is dra igto the carburetor. 

Recent developments in design have been 
rapid, with the result that highly efficient 
cleaners of both types are now in use. One 
form of cleaner is known as the centrifugal 
type, which gives the air a swirling motion 
as it ig sucked in and, operating on the 
same principle as a Babcock tester or 
cream separator, throws the heavy matter 
to the outside of the container. The air, 
being drawn from the center, is taken into 
the engine, dirt-free. 

The other distinct form is the water- 
clarifier, or “air washer,” by means of 
which ‘the dust-laden air is forced or sucked 
through water and relieved of its grit. 

Probably no single problem in tractor de- 
sign has aroused such strong and varied 
opinion as that of protecting bearings and 
cylinders from the dust. It is now generally 
agreed that an air-clarifier of some sort is 
absolutély essential on the tractor, which 
works in dust a large share of the time. 
Karly type tractors, not equipped with 
clarifiers, often used up two or three sets 
of bearings in a ywar. While the bearings 
then employed were probably not up to the 
standard of the high-grade type now incor- 
porated in most standard tractors, still this 
excessive wear could be attributed only to 
dust and grit. 

The prospective tractor buyer, already 
convinced that he must have a machine 
equipped with an air cleaner, notes with 
interest the arguments of the salesmen 
for the different makes, each of whom cham-) 


‘ions the type used on his machine, and 


seemingly proves the other kind far in- 
ferior. 

The dealer who sells a machine regularly 
equipped with a centrifugal cleaner points 
out, as a disadvantage of the water type, 
that the latter forces the air through the 
water in bubbles which, even though quite 
emall, are washed only on the outside and 
contain particles of dust which reach the 

. He algo shows that if the air is 
thrown against baffle plates to break up 


T IS striking to note that two schools of 


, fiers, the result of which demo 


thesé bubbles, a loss. of power results and 
the object is not accomplished, anyway, be- 
cause the bubbles will bound Slike rubber 
balls and will not be broken by the pound- 
ing they receive. He also points out that 
the water evaporates, and that the operator 
sometimes forgets to fill the reservoir, with 
the result that dust ig sucked in and ~ 
motor damaged, whereas the centrifug 
fevice is always effective, requiring little 
attention. 

Seemingly convinced, the buyer then lis- 
tens to the arguments of the other sales- 
man and finds that “the centrifugal device 
cannot take out all of the grit and, although 
the heavy grit is removed@leaves the fine 
dust, which is just-as injurious to the mo- 
tor.” This contention, however, is not ad- 
mitted by champions of the centrifugal 
Cfeaner; they cite official tests, carried out 
with as many as twenty-five es of clari- 
trated that 
a dry cleaner was the most efficient of all. 
One interesting experiment was conducted 
by a California manufacturer, with flour, 
which wag chosen because of its palpable 
fineness. The centrifugal machine is said 
to have removed over 96 per cent. of the 
flour from the air. As a final shot at the 
“other fellow,” the dry-air advocate points 
out not only that the water cleaner can- 
not operate efficiently if the air goes 
through in bubbles, but that no means can 
be devised for breaking them up entirely. 

To this the opposing salesman mediate- 
ly replies that several of the newer water 
cleaners actually do break up the bubbles 
ty such a degree of fineness that an effi- 
clency of over 95 per cent. is attained. 
One of the latest devices for accomplish- 
ing this result is a series of fine mesh 
screens through which, the air is forced 
with no loss of power to the engine. In 
fact, it is pointed out that the power is 
increased, because of the increased effi- 
ciency of moist air; as exemplified by the 
smooth running of a motor on a foggy ‘day. 

And when each salesman has proved that 
the. other’s device is “impossible,” the be- 
wildered prospect*sees but one course: i. e., 
to conclude that both are wrong. On the 
other hand, when he recalls the arguments 
“for,” he must confess that both were un- 
doubtedly right. And his final determina- 
tion is that there are decidedly two sides to 
the question.

AUGUST PROGRAMME. 


The first thing in August is to get ready 

r the great September planting of the 

rden that will likely grow by natural 
rainfall. Get the soil manured, plowed or 
spaded and thoroughly irrigated for the 
September planting of the all-winter-out- 
door pantry. That means lettuce, cabbage, 
caulifiower, onions galore, peas, turnips, 
beets, kohlrabi, spinach, celery and the like 
If you get these planted the first week in 
September you will be the gainer. You 
can plant them any month after that, even 
in January, but you will not hit the right 
climatic combinations. Your main problem 
will be to get the ground soaked deep just 
as it is in the spring after a series of lib- 
eral rains. Then an important incident will 
be to sprout the seed successfully in Sep- 
tember, because the top crust of the earth 
will get hot at that time and the tender 
sprout just coming through will get a bad 
jolt unless you are skillful. The safest 
thing is the burlap cover, of course, and 
that applies for August. We will probably 
take up this September garden planting 
more glaborately later, but have your 
ground ready on Labor Day and select your 
seéd of the hardy winter staples. 

For middie of August planting you might 
try some more wax beans if you like. Ven- 
tura wax is the surest variety as they will 
stand the cooler nights of October and No- 
vember better than anything except the 
Canadian Wonders. But it is permissible 
to gamble with stringless greenpod in 
August, although it is a more tender va- 
riety anc beans do not like chilly nights 
which they may strike before they mature 
from a mid-August planting. 

Now is the hour for starting the seed to 
make the main onion crop: and this like 
wise applies to cabbage, cauliflower and 


celery. 
EXCHANGING SEEDS. 


If you have a homecrofting club in your 
neighborhood you are doubtless exchanging 
seeds and plants. One person in a smal! 
neighborhood can grow all of these plants 
you all desire, including lettuce, but the 
lettuce and onions can both successfully 
be seeded in the row if you give them the 


right care *ePreetiag ana thee 
»yuriap. 


Among the August are ten 
@er plants such as sweet corn, ege plant, 


tomatoes and cucumbers. Thelf outcome 
will depend upon whether you have a pro 
tected foothill or a low valley climate to 
deal with. Some market gardeners make 
their first planting of Yorkshire Hero peas 
in August. I think September is better 
‘for peas. If you do not grow cabbage and 
crulifiower plants yourself you can get 
them from the seedsman in September. 
If you have made up your mind that you 
are going to have a heavy outpouring of 
onions next spring, August is the time to 
get the seed rows started; sow thickly in 
the row and then transplant the green sets 
when they are about as large as a slate 
pencil. Sprinkle your lima beans while in 
bloom to tak e place of ocean fog under 
which they thrive best. 

The drying season will wind up in Sep- 
tember with muscat grapes on your trays 
for raisins. You can spred@d these grapes 
in the sun at any point. in California and 
they will cure into beautiful raisins with

of the simple architect who builds and ten- 
ants it is a part of the eternal mystery 
of the sea, at once so wildly full of exhila 
ration and exulting and anon so jewel-blue 
the level universe is sapphire tinted. 

The scallop (Pecten) belongs to the large 
class of headless bivalve (two-piece shell) 
mollusks called Polecypods, In this order 
are about 200 species of scallops beside 
oysters, clams, mussels and cockles, etc. 

The principal features of the mollusca 
are that their bodies are not broken into 
separate parts, and that they are supplied 
with a fibrous foot which is their pilot, com- 
pass and log on every perilous voyage. 
Some of the species have eyes, many or 
few, a mouth with sharp teeth, organs of 
digestion and of sense. 

The scallop is abundant upon almost 
every sea beach ami in his dispersement 
is known to all the world, which recog- 
nizes him in his mansion of three inches 
in diameter as well as when domiciled in 
a gauzy tent of less than an eighth of an 
inch. Near-shore waters or shallow banks 
are the favorite abodes of the scallop, but 
some are found, totally blind, in the dark- 
ness of deep abysses. Being socially in- 
clined, the scallop not infrequently makes 
excursions to neighboring resorts. 


By the use of the strong adductor muscle 
and resilient liganient which at the beak 
holds the two shell valves together, the 
ecallop is enabled to open and close the 
valves of his shell, drawing in and expel- 
ling the water as he paddies along. As 
the muscle contracts a stream of water is 
torced out°from under the ear. This mo- 
tion throws the dauntless swimmer for- 
ward in a straight course of three feet or 
more 


About the edge of the body fs a bright 
colored fringe, or mantle, as it called, 
which hangs loosely and unattached to the 
valve. This mantle secretes from the water 
the line with which it constructs the little 
bungalow, building it steadily from the 
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outer edge as the growing form demands ings, and through the openings, or holes, 


more space. Thus the young builder pro- 
tects its boneless body from the turbulence 
abd the mineral deposits of the water and 


makes an impervious mask for his own™ 


cefense. 
Along the edge of the mantle Is a row of 
red or green metallic eyes and numbers of 


passes out long feelers which carry off 
the water that has poured over the gills. 
In young shells the open holes are not 
found; they gradually appear as the shell 
frows but the holes do not tell the num- 
ber of his years. | 


The abalone is supplied with two tenta- 


thread-like feelers. The eyes are supplied ¢je, which are placed near his two eyes 


with an optic nerve and are the most per ' 


fect eyes of any bivalve mollusk. 

On the inner part of the shell at the 
beak, is a small notch through which the 
fuot passes; it is also the passageway of 
the byssus thread or cord which the scallop 
sifins in youth to attach itself to sea grasses 
and even to the botiom of the sea itself. 

The fingerlike foot picks up the secre- 
tions of the byssus gland and with them 
weaves the byssus cord at pleasure. The 
adductor or working muscle is used exten- 
sively in many places for food. ‘When 
cooked it is tender and white and far su- 
perior in flavor to the oyster. In turn the 
scallop fills the bill of fare for bass and 


cod and other fishes. His own eating con- 
sists mostly in the animacula the sea 
washes through his open valves. 

The scallop eggs are dispersed upon the 
water where they are quickly developed 
into a hungry living swarm fully at the 
mercy of a hungrier throng of larger ma- 
riners. 

There does not seem to be anything lack- 
ing when we*critically analyze the scallop 
nd note its beauty points. As early as the 
fifteenth century its artistic values were 
recognized in historic ornamentation; em- 
blems and ensigns and armorial bearings 
were then embellished with its graceful 
lines. 

An incomparably handsome shell is the 
“ear” or “Aurora” shell, known on the Pa- 
cifle Coast by the name abalone and 
belonging to the marine gastropods of 
the family Haliotidae. When cleared of its 
outside limey coat the whole shell is of 
mother-of-pearl, reflecting every light and 
shadow of the iridescent glory of sky and 
wave; their moods of gray melancholy, of 
r.isty tenderness, their effervescence of fire 
and rose are all inwrought in the nacre of 
its casement. 

Could the small master-builder wieldthze 
his ungainly trowel in the trough of the 
sea have ever thrilled with the foreshadow- 
ing delight his labor was to bring to the 
whole world? His sculpturing does not 
come under the ban of the poet’s rhyme 
because the luster of his suel! remains. 

“IT brought sea-born treasures home, 

But the poor, unsightly, noisome things 

Had left their beauty on the shore, 

With the sun and the wind and the wild up- 
roar.” 

The abalone is a univalve, or one-piece 
shell, ear-shaped and shallow with the left 
side perforated with a circling row of 
holes. 

The muscle scar is large and is indicated 
by the pearly appearance of the inner lin- 
ing where the active foot muscle is at- 
tached. It also has a mantle whose fringe 
is broken into parts along th® row of open- 


gleaming at the ends of short stalks, upon 
the head which is located at the shell’s 
edge where the holes end. 

Most at home on rocky shores the aba- 
lone feeds ravenously upon seaweeds or 
any vegetable life he can find. He has a 
long slender tongue oulined with strong 
teeth with which he rasps and tears his 
food to pieces. His unusually heavy broad 
foot is under the spiral. This foot is_his 
rudder of locomotion and by its aid he 
flounders along the shore or over the rocks 
in grotesque imitation of some prehistoric 
monster. 
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Large sea birds and ocean rats are his 
sworn enemies and to escape them hig dust- 
colored coat is a good pretection and his 
one foot is another; with a tiger-grip he 
clutches the rocks in times of danger and 
fortifies himself against the tercest as 
esaults. These enemies are not his only 
ones or his Worst foes, for the toothsome- 
ness of “his edible foot has long excited the 
cupidity of the Orientals from across the 
Pacific who have had to be legislated against 
for their wholesaic slaughter of him The 
foot they salted and dried and canned and 
shipped by the tons, and from the shells 
they made numberless beautiful things, in- 
laid work, buttons, etc. Green pearls they 
found, too, embedded in the abalone man- 
tles. 

The abalone is widely distributed amone 
the watérs of the globe and the mother-o!- 
pearl of its shell is an article of com- 
merce. The largest and finest shells are 
gathered on our western coast, while in 
Australian seas are found a large number . 
of different species, each in its way a work 
divine.

HERE have been a good Many con- 
trivances for tichtening jar tops, but 
none better, | think, than the one in 
the illustration.

Four Tools in One. 


Y A simple spring and hinge on the 
handle, four garden tools are made of 
one and much labor saved thereby. By this 
arrangement you need take only one thing 
with you when you go out to work in your 
garden and you will never have the trouble 


of laying one of your tools down at one 


end of a row and having to walk back after 
it, for you will have them all in your hand 
all the time. A little snap of the spring and 
you have a hoe, a rake, a trowel or a weeder 
as you néed it. 


MUSTARD PICKLE. 
One pint whole small cucumers, one pint 
sliced cucumbers, one pint small whole 


onions, one cup beans, three green sweet 


peppers, three red sweet peppers, one pint 
green fig tomatoes or one pint cauliflower. 


Dressing. 


One quart vinegar, four tablespoons flour. 
one cup sugar, three tablespoons powdered 
mustard, ohe-half tablespoor turmeric, one 
tablespoon celery seed. 

Cut all vegetables before measuring—to- 
matoes into halves, cucumbers into slices, 
string beans into one and one-half-inch 
lengths, diagonally or on the bias, and chop 
peppers. All vegetables should be tender, 
and the whole cucumbers not longer than 
two and one-half inches. 

Put all vegetables into a 45 per cent 


brine fone cup salt to one xallon water) . 


over night, then freshen ip clear water for 
two hours. Let these vegetables stand in 
liquor of one-half vinegar and one-half wa- 
ter for fifteen minutes, then scald in same 
liquor. 

To make mustard dressing, rub all the 
dry tfMmeredients together until smooth, then 
add the hot vinegar slowly, stirring to make 
smooth paste, cook over pan of water. stir- 
ring carefully, until the sauce thickens. 


Then drain the vegetables thoroughly and | 
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pour the mustard dressing over them while 
hot. Mix well and pack in sterilized jars. 
Boil (process) ten-ounce jars for twenty 
minutes at 180 deg. F. (simmering.) 


CLEANING WITH SUNSHINE. 

Sunshine will not only give the cleanlli- 
ness that spells sanitation and health, but 
will give most articles exposed to it a de- 
lightful fresh air odor. As most germs that 
cause rot, mildew, fermentation or molds 
in the household flourish in dampness, dark 
and warmth, summer days is the time to 
look out. While sunshine means warmth, 
the bright light and dryness that it .brings 
will prevent or arrest these unpleasant 
growths. 


Tin or enamel bread and cake boxes, cool- ° 


er shelves and refrigerator shelves all 
should have frequent sunnings. Even the 
dripping pan from the gas stoves is clean- 
er if dried in the sunshine, after a good 


cleaning, for sunshine is as good a cleaner 
as much elbow grease, soap and water. Dish 
cloths and dish wipers. should always be 
dried, after washing, when possible, in the 
fresh air and sunshine, rather than over the 
dishpan, stove or in a shady screen porch. 
Washcloths, to prevent sourness before 
they actually need laundering, should be 
frequently sunned either in the window, in 
a sleeping porch or on the family clothes 
line. All white fabrics, frequently sunned, 
it may be added, look cleaner, for sunshine 
is a splendid bleacher as well as germicide

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TRAINING FOR MERCHANT 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER. 


OSTON (Mass.)—This letter is writ- 
ten from the headquarters of Uncle 
Sam's great sea-training bureau in 
the twelfth story of Boston's white 
enetomhouse tower. It is addressed to the 
young men of the United States and relates 
to a new profession, for which the govern- 
ment has opened schools all over the coun- 
try. At this writing thousands of men from 
20 to 30 years old have entered these 
schools and they are undergoing the train- 


ing that will fit them for a healthy, respect- 


able. profitable and pleasant life work. 
Tens of thousands more are needed and by 
the time the war closes the number of men 
engaged in the business will probably be 
250,000. The profession I refer to is known 
ag “following the sea.” The men in it are 
to be the officers and sailors of our new 
merchant marine. 

According to a speech made by Edward 
N. Hurley, chairman of the United States 
Shipping Board, our present plans call for 
13,000,000 tons of new shipping. Exclusive 
of tugs and barges they include more than 
2000 new vessels, and these are only the be- 
ginning of what is bound to be the greatest 
merchant fleet of the world.» Mr. Hurley 
says that within the next three years we 
shall spend about $5,000,000,000 for ships, 
end that in 1920 we shall have a merchant 
feet aggregating 25,000,000 tons. At the 
time the war in Europe broke out Great 

tain led the commerce of the world. It 

n had less than 20,000,000 tons of ship- 
ping, and there were only seven nations 
which were credited with more than 1,000,- 
000 tons each. The United States had less 
than 8,000,000 tons and this included both 
thé vessels of the ocean and of our interior 
“waterways. Only 10 per cent. of our foreign 
commerce was then carried in American 
vessels. 


At that time Germany had less than 
5,000,000 and France not much over 2,009, 


0¢0 tons. Norway had but little more than 
France, and Sweden and Japan cach were 
just rising above the 1,000,000 mark. Aus- 
iria had less than any of the .countries 
vhove mentioned, and today the combined 
shipping of Germany and Anstria-lungary 
i considerably less than one-fifth the 
smount we. shall have m 1920 Roth of 
these nations hare lost a great dal of shalip- 
ping. The United States took « r the 115 
enemy ships in our harbors, and they have 
lost many vessels interned in other parts 
of the world. So far Austria has not been 
able to build more, and alihough the Ger- 
mans have been pushing the work of mak- 


ine cargo vessels at the Vulcan shipyards. 
the end of the war wil) find them hand? 
capped by the lack of thelr merchant 
marine of every description. 


We Will be Ahead of The 
W orld in Shipping. 


REAT BRITAIN has been trying to re- 

place her losses ag fast as possible, 
but she will come out of the struggle 
crippled by the submarines and the wear 
and tear of her army transportation; so 
that the probability is that we shall be tar 
ahead of the rest of the world in ail kinds 
of shipping when the war closes The 
amount prédicted for 1920 Is enual to half 
of all the tonnage of tha world in 11-17. 


This means that the werld': coms: 
the future is to be largely carried in Amert- 
can bottoms. It means also that our 
foreian commerce will gro the 
wildest conceptions of the Our wer 
industrial plants wil! be ft to making 
goods for shipment ab | i 
will be peppered by Ame) ry. 
ing xzoodg to and from ald OF rid. 
This vast fleet has to tbe offic. i ari 
manned by Americans, and it is estimated 


that every one of iis fabricated vessels of 
$000 tons will require a crew of eighty 
men. This is an average of ten seamen for 
each 1000 tons, and at that rate, if we are 
to have a fleet of 25,000,000 tons, we shall 
need 250,000 officers and sailors. This 
means that the business will create that 
many good jobs and that they will be better 
than any sea-going job of the past. The 
men not only get their education free of 
charge, but they are paid during the learn- 
ing. They start into the schools at $30 a 
month, and they have free food and quar- 
ters on the sea-trainine ships where the 
schools are. Each man receives a uniform 
free of charge. After the school training, 
which lasts six weeks, he gets the regular 
rates of sea pay fixed for the emergency 
fleet, and this increases as he rises in line 
Every sailor has a chance to rise He can 
study navigation and become an cficer, and, 
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. of 'more or at sea.

in time, may command his own ship with 
the pay of a captain. 


The present pay of the men ranges from 
$40 to $75 per month, according to their 
position, and these wages are increased 
by a bonus of 50 per cent. for voyages 
through the war zone, so that the pay rises 
from $60 to $112.50 per month. If they be 
come officers they will receive from $120 to 
$275 per month, according to their rank and 
the class of ship upon which they serve, 
and to this is added the above bonus. On 
the twin-screw ships of the emccency fleet 
the regular pay of the captain is $275, that 
of the first officer $150. second officer $1490 
and third officer $130. On these ships the 
chief engineer gets $225 a month, the first 
assistant engineer $150 and the third assist- 
ant $130. For all trips through the war 
zone must be added the bonus of 50 per 
cent. | 

The common sailors are rated likewise 
according to position, and the places carry 
different kinds of work. The common #¢éa- 
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ere open to men who have had service as 
firemen, oilers, water tenders or assistant 
engineers on ocean, lake or river steamers; 
and also to locomotive engineers who have 
have had six months’ sea service, as well as 
to stationary engineers, expert machinists 
and others who have had six months’ séa 
service and to the graduates of nautical 
echool ships. About 1200 such engineers 
had been graduated within ten months after 
the war opened, and we have now over 
5000 licensed engineers in the service. Some 
of the principal engineering schools are at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
the Seaman's Church Institute, New York; 
the Johns Hopkins Institute, Baltimore, and 
the University of Washington at Seattle, 
There are schools also connected with the 
Tulane University, New Orleans; the Ar- 
wour Institute, Chicago; the Case School of 
Science, Cleveland, and the Bourse building, 
Philadelphia. The course at these schools 
lasts one month, and the students must

Prof. Burton has selected 
as his instructors men of practica! training, 
including astronomers, explorers and {ormer 
sea captains, many of whom stand high as 
teachers. The students are given a geix- 
week course in the theory and practice of 
navigation, and if they pass they are en- 
titled to a license as second or third mate. 
Before they are licensed they go to sea for 
two months to learn the ropes, and during 
this time receive $75 a month. After that 
they get the usual pay for their grade in the 
merchant service. These schools have 
many applications. From the beginning of 
the war until April 1 they had graduated 
1500 men. 

The engineering schools are under Prof. 
Edward F. Miller of the Boston Tech. They

"HE recruftinge of 

{ been on at practicaliy ho 
expen te the government and that in a 
most efficient way The originator of the 
idea is Mr. Henry Howard; who has organ- 
ized the merchant marine sea training serv 
ice, and who is now its director, at the usual 
patriotic pay of $1 a year. Mr. Howard Is 
not a professional seaman ‘n the practical 
sense of the word, but he comes of a long 
line of sea captains, his great-crandfather 
having been on a privateer in the War of 
the Revolution, and his grandfather having 
owned ships and sailed them. His sea train- 
ing has been largely on his own yacht and 
as a student of the merchant marine. He 
has long been interested in the building up 
of our commerce, and his work is a labor of 
love By profession Mr. Howard is a 
chemist, being at the head of one of the 
largest chemical institutes of the United 
States, and as such largely connected with 
the druggists of the country. After his 
plans for organizing these schools had been 
approved at Washington he concluded to en- 
list a trade organization, to which many 
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of the druggists belong, to recruit students 
for them. 

‘Im connection with Mr. Louis K. Liggett, 
another dollar-a-year man, he persuaded the 
truggists all over the United States to 
make their stores individual recruiting of- 
fices for the merchant marine. The matter 
was submitted to the drug men, and over 
6900 of them consented to act and have 
been enrolled in the employ of the govern. 
ment for this purpose at $1 per year. These 
druggists have stores in forty-eight different 
States, including more than 6300 cities and 
towns. The number all told is three times 
as many as that of the recruiting stations 
of the army and navy, and every station is 
given to the government rent free and with 
clerk hire for nothing. The druggist dis- 
tributes the posters and literature of the 
service to the young men as they come in 
with their sweethearts for soda water, and 
he almost might be said to enlist them 
while they wait. Each druggist knows his 
own community and tries to get the most 
likely boys for the places. After enrollment 
he has them examined by a local doctor, an- 
other dollar-a-year man, and then starts 
them off to one of the government sea 
training schoo's. The men here to pay 
their passageway from their homes to the 
school, but if they are accepted the money 
is returned, ard if the phys'col evemina- 
tions show that they are unfit, they are 
sent back and the fares and expenses hoth 
ways are pald. 

I have just returned from East Boston, 
where I visited one of the largest of these 
sea training stations, There are four ships 
now at anchor in that part of the harbor 
and hundreds of the young sailors of tie 
future are living upon them and doin« all 
sorta of work. The training ships are coast- 
ers of from 3000 to 5000 or more tons, © hicn 
have been running to Portland and Halifev.. 
During my stay I went from vessel {> ves- 
sel, watching the sailors at school and at 
work, and talking with the captain-teachers 
and men concerning their fobs. The stu- 
dents are fine looking rosy-checked 
eyed fellows. They are mostly 
born, and manw of them 
the families of fishermen alone 

I saw some painting the hulls, ofhers 
worming at the engines and others learnine 
to splice and tie the meny t 
which the sailor must know. Thie tr 
aleo extends to working in wire rene. 
is now. so largely used on our shins. The 
bows have to learn to box the compass an! 
all about its points and directions: also tho 
names of the spars, sai’s and rigging. and 
nil parts of the ship. Fach branch of the 
work has its own special course, which 
given by able seamen who have the ability 
to teach and command. Every ten men 
have an instructor. Each of the ships bas 
an old sea captain at its head, and the bov- 
learn, not only from the “Manual of 
Training,” a little hook which has been >re- 
pared for the schoots of the merchant ma- 
rine, bur by actuel work of every kind on 
the ship. The most of the schoolshins go 
cut to sea for five days of each week, and 
a single ship will cften take 500 boys on a 
cruise.

The training ships are kept clean spick- 
and-span. They are large and well equipped 
and the boys have comfortable quarters 
They sleep in wire spring hammocks or 
bunks in large rooms that have many port- .- 
holes. The rooms run the width of the ship. 
The boys are proud of their vessels and of 
the record which each has made of one kind 
or another. The Calvin Austig, for in- 
stance, of 2800 tons, was the first to come 
to the rescue of Halifax after the great ex- 
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im to put the patient om the riaht 
lines.” 


Fifty years ago, when | was 4t a nature 
cure establishment in Switzerland, a young 
man came to take treatment for asthma.

Health” by Dr. Alma C. Arnold: 

“The person who does not touch alcohol, 
beer and wine generally sets himself up as 
a “better than thou,” because he does not 
understand that just because he leaves 
liquors out of hig dietary, he is most likely 
to take even stronger stimulants. That is 
because he does not understand the method 
by which alcohol is made. 

“Alcohol is made through fermentation 
and distillation, and both these processes 
would be impossible without sugar. When 
we understand this, we find that we can 
make alcohol by simply eating sugar, be- 
cause this alkaline substance, coming in 
contact with the hydrochloric acid of our 
stomach, ferments quickly and causes as 
much stimulation to our nerves as though 
we partook of the prefermented article in 
the shape of light beers or wines. 

“The average teetotaler clothes himeelf 
with the “mantle of righteousness” because 
he doesn’t: drink alcoholic stimulants! Then 
he turns into the next drug store to have 
some soft drink or candies, by which ie in 


jures himself tenfold 2s much as by drins-

manufacture in our stomach 
We eat sweets All sweets turn into n 
acid, causing fermentation. These set up 
diseases more guickly than were we to par

saker, M.D., writes: 

“It ig necessary for me to differ radically 
from accepted medical teachings, for 
chronic Bright's disease ts incurable, we are 
told. This ig true, if you believe it and act 
accordingly. I have not seen a physician 
who ‘practices medicine’ who is able to re- 
store permanent health in such cases. The 
belief is that within a few years the dis- 
ease will end life. Under ordinary medical 
treatment, that is the usual outcome. 

“But under rational treatment it Is often 
easter to overcome chronic Bright's disease 
than an obstinate case of constipation. Ka- 
tional physicians are bringing about cures 
right along. When the patients co-operate, 
we do not look for many failures and the 
failures are the exception. Even some oft 
the cases that seem beyond human and nat- 
ural aid recover.

It is true that in the case 
of drunkenness the viciousness of a bodily 
transgression is recognized; but none ap 
pears to infer thai if this bodily transgres- 
sion is vicloug so too is every bodily trans- 
gression. The fact is that all breaches of 
the laws of health are physical sins. . 

“Just because we do not place life on a 
physical basis this should appeal to us; we 
are all the more bound to accept it, because 
life has a moral basis. 

“Mental vigor and spiritual insight are 
not got through despising the physical sid 


of life.” .

Cure .Versus Suppression. 


M ANY of my consultants report that 
they afe suffering from the effects of 
attacks of measles, typhoid or other dis- 
eases, which they experienced years ago. 

They are not suffering from the effects 
of these diseases, but from their suppres- 
sion, so that waste matter that caused these 
diseases still lurks in their blood. 

These efforts of nature to purify the sys- 
tem, when encouraged, not suppressed, 
purify the blood and leave it clean and 
sweet, after which the patient can remain 
so, if he does not at once procéed to fill 
himself up with more waste, as he ‘usually 
does 

The difference between “regular” treat- 
ment and natural treatment is that the one 
suppresses symptoms, while the other re- 
moves the cause. In other words, perma- 
nent cure versus temporary relief.

Salt. 


DWARD PERCY ROBINSON, M.D. of 

New York has published in pamphlet 
form an article that appeared in the Medi- 
cal Record of September 1, 1917, on “Salt 
as a Cause of Cancer.” In it he sets forth 
that salt is a peril to the human race, all 
the salt we need being contained fn natural 


food Iie shows that the North American 
Indians used salt only on ceremonial occa 
sions, that non-sait eaters are free from 
cancer and that salt overtaxes the kidneys 

The use of salt does not cause cancer, al- 
though it may contribute thereto, like any 
other harmful habit. The cattse of cancer 
is the consumption of more proteid food 
than the system can assimilate. At a re- 


cent meeting of the American Medical As- 
sotiation one of the Mayo brothers, who 
conduct a large slaughterhouse in Roch- 
ester, Minn., admitted that diet is the chief 
factor in cancer, especially overconsumption 
of meat. 

All these other statements about salt 
have been made for many years, by me and 
other students of the laws of health. 

As I have heretofore said, table salt is a 
slow poison, an inorganic mineral that 
cannot be utilized by the body and ig re- 
jected eat great expense to the kidneys. 
There is no more reason for using the min- 
eral chloride of sodium than there is in us- 
ing on our food potassium, or calcium, or 
phosphorus, or sulphur, or any other of the 
twelve mineral elements found tm the body.

to face his family and friends, because he 
was suffering from syphilis. 

This young soldier was a martyr to two 
errors—first, the exaggerated horrors de- 
picted by conscienctless quacks; second, 
the false modesty that makes the very name 
of this pfevalent disease taboo in polite so- 
clety. 

It is less blameworthy to suffer from 
eyphilis, as a result of a sexual indiscretion, 
than to be afflicted with Bright's disease as 
a result of many years of persistent glut- 
tony. 

The War Department Commission on 
Training Camp Activities has widened its 
m of combatting syphilis so as to in- 
clude industrial plants, to whose proprietors 
a circular has been sent, describing a plan, 
’ of which the following outline is given: 
“(1.) Distribution of literature, posting 
,of bulletins, placards, etc. 

“(2.) Confidential interviews between 
employees and superintendent, foreman or 
other individual entrusted with the execu- 
tion of the plan. 

“(3.) Examination by competent doctors 
of all employees who have or think they 
have a venereal disease. 

“(4.) Investigation’ of health conditions 
in the families of infected married men, 
and provision for care of wives and chil- 
dren. 


“(5.) Disposition of cases for treatment, 
either by individual physicians specially en- 
gage, or at a hospital clinic, or plant clinic, 

“(6.) Provision of leave of absence with 
pay for employees who are in the infectious 
stages of a venereal disease, with the re- 
quirement that they report daily to the su- 
perintendent or foreman, 

“(7.) A certificate of each treatment, 
signed by the treating physician, should be 
réquired of every patient 

“(8.) Patients who have been  »pro- 
nounced cured of gonorrhea should be re- 
guired to undergo examination at least 
once a month for three months, after hav- 
ing been discharged from the doctor's care. 


“(9.) Few cases of syphilis can be cured 
in less than several years’ time, but they 
dg * cease to be infectious and dangerous 
to Others, as soon as all lesions.and sores 
on the skin and mucous membrane have 
been healed.” 


Patients may, of course, take treatment 
from their own physicians, to whatever 
school they may belong. 


Some claim that syphilis is a compara- 
tively modern disease, while others say that 
it is as old as history. The latter view is 
probably correct. There is a” passage in the 
Old Testament that describes syphilis al- 
most exactly. About the time America was 
discovered an epidemic swept over Europe 
and for this reason America has obtained 
the unenviable reputation, in some quarters, 
of giving syphilis to the Old World. The 
people in the south of Europe blamed the 
French and called it the “French disease.” 
In other countries the name of some other 
nation was given to it. In one thing all na- 
tions agreed, namely, that they themselves 
were not to blame—that it was due to for- 
elgners. 


During the Middle Ages people were ex- 
tremely filthy, and their morals were in 
keeping, for immorality and filth are synony- 
mous. Hence, it is not surprising’ that 
syphilis flourished. There were, history 
Pom 19,000 to 20,000 leper houses scattered 

er Europe, for the accommodation of 
those who were afflicted with leprosy, but 
on account of the loose methods of descrip- 
tion, it is hard to tell whether they har- 
bored lepers or syphilis. ' 


Unfortunately, the Wassermann method, 
usually employed as a test for syphilis, is 
not always reliable. As I mentioned re- 
cently, a report of 231 autopsies, presented 
by Dr. Douglas Symmers, assistant direc- 
tor of the Bellevue Hospital Laboratories, 
and two other physicians, and published in 
the Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, showed that the Wassermann test 
Was correct only in from 31 to 56 per cent. 
of cases in which characteristic anatomic 
sizns of the disease were showh in autopsy. 
The report added: “It is not a specific ac- 
tion, but occurs in conditions other than 
syphilis, and it does not always occur in 
syphilis.” Methods of diagnosticians who 
depend chiefly on the Wassermann reaction 
for their judzement as to whether the pa 
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tient is or is not afflicted with syphilis were 
criticised in the report. 

. Syphilis is a blood disease, and as easy 
to cure as other blood diseases, before it 
is uncomplicated with mercury. The later 
and more repulsive forms of the disease 
are due mainly to the action of this drug. 
Those who are most susceptible to the dis- 
ease are starch poisoned—their blood is 
loaded up with mucus, and rendered acid, 
by over-consumption of starch foods. When 


they are in this condition, mercury salivates 


the body. Over-consumption of meat also 
favors progress of the disease. 

Wthen the body is enervated, and its re- 
sistance lowered, from the presence of 
waste matter in the blood, or from sexual 
excesses, or from mental overwork, or from 
starvation, or from drugs, or from other 
causes, a person becomes especially liable 
to @is, or any other disease, and the 
patient lacks -vitality to throw it off. This 
is why epidemics are prevalent in Germany. 
This is why, when an epidemic is raging, 
some will get sick severely, others slightly, 
while some will be affected not at all. All 
doctors know this, but they do not always 
attribute it to the true cause. , 

Mercury has been used in this disease for 
400 years, and ig still used by many physi- 
cians. Mercury was first Introduced . by 
Paracelsus—<Aureolusg Philippus Theophras- 
tus Bombastus de Hohenheim, as he de- 
lighted to «tyle himself—who was born in 
1493, at Einseidlen, a monastery and place 
of pilgrimage in Switzerland, that I visited 
over fifty years ago. He was denounced by 
the whole medical world as a base, impu- 
dent and unprincipled charlatan, yet to him 
the medical world has been more indebted 
for the system of allopathic drugging—now 
going out of fashion—than to all other 
physicians who have ever lived. 

Recognizing the evils of ,.mercury, the 
medical profession readily welcomed the 
introduction of a new remedy by Paul Ehr- 
lich, a German scientist of world-wide fame. 
He called it ‘606," being his 606th medical 
discovery, and latter “salvarsan.” It is a 
compound of arsenic. Of late, medical 
journals have not been so enthusiastic over 
tye results obtained from the administra- 
tion of this drug. 


As I have said, syphilis is a blood disease 
that is comparatively easy to cure, if taken 
in the early stage, when uncomplicated by 
drugs. Unfortunately, a great majority of 
those afflicted in this way, influenced by the 
false attitude of society, defer rational treat- 
ment, and fall victims to harmful methods. 

It is impossible to get rid of this, or any 
other disease, as long as the blood is bur- 
dened with waste matter. Nor can a poison 
be eradicated from the blood by putting an- 
other poison in. That is contrary to reason. 
‘ Following are suggestions by J. H. Tilden, 
M.D., in his book “Gonorrhea and Syphilis.” 
Dr. Tilden was a “regular” practitioner for 
thirty years before he, like so many others, 
began to see the fallacy of drugging 
methods: 


“In the first place, stop the expenditure 
of nerve energy; secure rest: feed the 
proper foods in proper quantities, and in 
proper combinations, which gives necessary 
physiological rest; give the body care in 
bething, rubbing and clothing, and then 
poise the mind. The whole of therapeutics 
is contained in that short outline. 

“The worst forms of syphilitic skin dis- 
eases are a cumpound of ignorance, bed- 
rooms without ventilation, dirty beds, filthy 
underwear, no bathing, and harsh eating, 
mixed with physical. degeneration from 
sexual debauchery. 


“Dirty beds, overindulgence in meat, 
bread. potatoes, coffee, tobacco and alco- 
holies, with neglect of body-bathing, can 
generate a disease that will equal the worst 
pictures of syphilis or bubonic plague. The 
cure, of course, means education and regen- 
eration, 

“The treatment of any form of syphilis is 
to secure rest for the nervous system; fast 
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tion was as follows: Skin pasty, with erup- 
tions, enlarged gland in the groins, em 
larged tonsilg and swollen throat (fauces,) 
and the throat was so bad that he would 
have to stay In bed from time to time. He 
had been treating with ‘specialists’ who had 
given him seven injections of salvarsan. 
They told him that three injections would 
cure him, but he was growing worse, in 
spite of all. He had reeeived about sixty 
intravenous injections of mercury, and 
about thirty intramuscular injections into 
the buttock (gluteal muscles.) 

“And with all that curing the poor fellow 
was worse. He was badly infected. In 
fact, the Wassermann test showed him to 
be ‘four plus’ which is a bad syphilitic in- 
fection. 

“On November 11, 1916, he put himself 
under my care, I gave him absolutely no 
treatment, but I put him on a diet of fruits 
ami succulent vegetables in generous 
amounts; baked Irish potatoes and dark 
bread in moderation: milk and buttermilk 
in moderation;. meat, eggs and fish nct at 
all; raw salad vegetables once a.-day. I 
had him take exercise, fresh air and water, 
and asked him to apply friction to the skin 
the first thing In the morning and the last 
thing at night. With minor variations this 
was the ‘treatment.’ 

“His coated tongue cleared up: his swol- 
len throat became normal; his eruptions 
disappeared; his swollen glands 
smaller and smaller. In three months he 
had nice, smooth, velvety, pink skin from 
head to foot. 


“On March 3, 1917, he returned to the 
laboratory and had another Wassermann 
test taken. It was negative, indicating that 
the syphilitic infection had disappeared. 


“And that leads me to the conclusion: In 
syphilis as in other diseases, if one feeds 
the patient and gets him to give himself 
such hygienic care that the body manufac- 
tures good blood, the disease will disappear 
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There is no special specific treatment for 
syphilis. A healthy body will not tolerate 
the trouble, and it simply vanishes. 

“Of course when one gets a case with big 
sores and ulcers local cleanliness, correct 
feeding and good hygiene make the treat- 
ment. 


“Very simple and very effective. And so 
far as | am concerned I have no desire to 
keep the knowledge to myself. I have met 
many doctors who one-tenth believe that 
rational treatment will cure syphilis, but

there is a way in vogue unique in the his- 
tor} of.war chests and surrounded with hu- 
man interest, romance and actual sacrifice. 
It is found in the voluntary offerings made 
to Uncle Sam’s war chest during the. pres- 
ent war. 


These offerings, now amounting to $19,- 
018.54, have come to the treasurer of the 
United States from citizens in all walks of 
life, largely from persons of small incomes, 
to whom the gift means doing without some 
comfort or even necessity. 


Old soldiers who fought valiantly in the 
war between the States in some cases are 
sending a large per cent., if not all of their 
pensions for the quarter; they can apprect- 
ate the hotrors of war and express them- 
selves.as anxious to see the boys in France 
provided with all that will keep them in 
good fighting trim. 


Those who do not come under the Income 
tax are sending amounts in- Yeu of it. 
Elderly men who have assisted in the tak- 
ing of the draft as clerks or in some other 
capacity have sent. the pay received for 
their services. Many of these men write 
that they are too old to fight, but must do 
some actual work in the war. Women 
send their pin money. Those receiving 
pensions send a generous per cent. of the 
amount 

A number of thrift have beep 
bought and sent to this fund: coupons cut 
from Liberty bonds help swell the donations, 
and little children in various ways make 
small amounts and send them in.
